History. — The Royal Society has priority over all other Societies in Great Britain 
(and abroad with the exception of Italy), both in the date of its foundation and in 
the scientific eminence of the names it has enrolled. It had its origin in the 
motion of some, members of a small society who were present, 28th November 
1660, in the hall of Gresham College, founded 1675, to hear a lecture on astronomy 
by one of the resident professors, Christopher Wren. Provisional rules were 
thereupon formulated, and the new Society at once secured adherents, starting with 
fifty-five members, under the presidency of Sir Robert Moray. The Society soon 
solicited a Royal Charter, which was graciously accorded, 16th July 1662, by 
Kin^ Charles II. An amended supplementary charter, of date 22nd April 1663, 
is still the law of the Society, although a third charter, of April 8, 1669, gave 
new privileges and the occupation of Chelsea Hospital The object of the Society 
is stated to be the improving of natural science by experiments. The College of 
Chelsea reverted to the Crown in 1682, a payment in compensation being made to 
the Society, which has since been housed in various places, finally in Burlington 
House. The Government of the day has on many occasions resorted to the Society 
for counsel and advice, and now confides to it the distribution of a grant of 
£4000 annually for the encouragement of original research. The astronomical

observatory at Greenwich was founded (1678) with its assistance, the original 
instruments being the property of the Royal Society, and of late years it has fre- 
quently been consulted as to the establishment of colonial stations, and as to the 
objects and equipment of subsidised expeditions for recording celestial and meteoro- 
logical phenomena, the collection of specimens, and appreciation of the facts of 
natural history. The Royal Society may consequently be regarded as an unofficial 
Scientific Court of Ultimate Appeal. The history of the Society shows fluctu- 
ations in its financial prosperity, which, however, is now assured. It possesses 
relics of great interest, philosophical instruments the actual handiwork of its 
members, a collection of portraits, some of which are unique, and many literary 
treasures. The meetings are conducted with some ceremonial observance, the 
official mace, a royal gift in 1663, lying always on the table. 

The Royal Society awards five medals, four annually and the other biennially. 
The CoPLET medal, dating from 1742, is the greatest distinction the Society con- 
fers ; it is an open prize for which all studies and nationalities may compete, and 
the recipients have been since its foundation the most illustrious discoverers of 
their age. The Rumford medal dates from 1796, the Davy medal from 1878, 
and the two Royal medals from 1826. 

Offices. — These comprise Reception and Reading-Rooms, Council-Chamber, and 
the Library, containing 40,000 works, mostly scientific. Fellows have access to 
the Library at all times, and may borrow books. A Catalogue of Section I. 
(Transactions, Journals, Observations, Reports, Surveys, and Museums), and 
Section II. (General Science) is ready, price 20s. (Harrison & Sons, St Martin's 
Lane). 

Meetings commence on the third Thursday in November, and end on the third 
Thursday in June. They are held at 4.30 p.m., weekly, except two weeks at 
Christmas, and Passion, Easter, and "Whitsun weeks. Ascension Day,' and the 
week of the anniversary, November 30, and of the annual election of Fellows, first 
Thursday in June. The business of ordinary meetings is the reading and dis- 
cussion of papers on scientific subjects. Visitors are admitted to the meetings by 
order of the President, with the permission of the Society, and any Fellow may 
introduce two friends. 

Membership. — Members are styled ** Fellows *' of the Royal Society ; an eligible 
candidate must be proposed as — 

(a) Having made discoveries in some branch of science (which should be 
specified). 

(h) The author of a work or paper of merit connected with science (the title 
should be specified). 

(c) Distinguished for his acquaintance with some branch of science (which 
should be specified) ; this single testimonial will not be considered sufficient 
for any candidate without reference to his professional attainments. 

{d) Eminently distinguished in one of the learned professions. 

{e) A distinguished Engineer, Architect, Painter, Sculptor, or Engraver. 

(/) Distinguished for his literary or archaeological attainments. 

(g) Attached to science, and anxious to promote its progress. 
The certificate of a candidate must be signed by six or more Fellows, three of 
these from personal knowledge. At the first meeting in March the Secretary 
reads in alphabetical order the names of all candidates who have been proposed 
during the previous twelve months. The certificates are then suspended in the 
meeting room till the day of election in June. During the first week in April a 
printed list of all the candidates, the names arranged in alphabetical order, and of 
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their proposers, is sent to every ordinary Fellow; from this list a number not exceed- 
ing fifteen is then selected by the Council, and the names of their nominees ore 
announced at the first ordinary meeting in May. A majority of two-thirds is 
necessary in every case, and the election is invalid unless the new Fellow appears 
on or before the fourth ordinary meeting following his election to be formally 
admitted. 

•The payments are £3 annually, or £60 in one sum. There are now 522 
Fellows of the Society. 

GommitteeB. — The Council, including the President of the Society ex officio, 
consists of 21 members, 10 of whom must retire annually. The Council choose 
by ballot the 11 members of their body who continue in office, and also 10 Fellows 
who are in this way recommended for the vacant seats. As in the election of 
Fellows, the Society may adopt or modify the recommendation of the Council, 
but in practice it is rarely questioned. Committees deal with particular sub- 
jects ; the members are some of the Council associated with ordinary Fellows. 
The President, Treasurer, and Secretaries of the Society are ex officio members of 
all committees. 

Oommunications. — Any Fellow of the Society may send a paper for reading, 
It will be considered, and if suitable road by order of the Council; papers sent by 
non-members may also be accepted. A report of all papers read appears in abstract, 
with occasional diagrams, in the Proceedings of the Society published at intervals. 
Specially selected papers are published in eoctenso in the Philosophical Tranaac' 
tions of the Royal Society. This appears in parts, forming an annual quarto 
volume, with plates. 

** A Catalogue of Scientific Papers," which is " intended to serve as an index 
to the titles and dates of scientific papers contained in the transactions of societies, 
journals, and other periodical works," has been compiled by the Society, and for 
the period from the beginning of this century to the year 1863 is complete in 
6 vols. (Eyre & Spottiswoode), and for the years 1864-1873 in vols. VII. and VIII. 
A to Z (John Murray, and Triibner & Co.).

History. — The prominent originators of the Royal Institution were Sir Joseph 
Banks, naturalist, and Benjamin Thompson, Count Rumford, a practical philo- 
sopher and philanthropist, both of them Fellows of the Royal Society. It was 
proposed to found a new ''establishment in London for diffusing the knowledge 
of useful mechanical improvements," to ''teach the application of science to the 
useful purposes of life," and to provide a room "for philosophical lectures and 
experiments, and a complete laboratory and philosophical apparatus, with the 
necessary instruments ... for making chemical and other philosophical experi- 
n^ents. " The scheme commended itself to many men of wealth and position, and 
was practically started in 1799. A site was purchased in Albemarle Street for the 
erection of a suitable building, which was soon complete with every necessary 
appliance. The work of the Institution began with much enthusiasm, and 
attendance at the lectures soon became "not only the fashion, but the rage." 
There are foundations for three professorships, in Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, 
and Physiology. Several of those who have filled these chairs (including Sir 
Humphry Davy, Faraday, &c.) have won honours and renown by their 
discoveries, which have been facilitated and developed by the aid of the resources 
of the Institution. 

Objects. — (a) To promote scientific and literary research ; (b) to teach the 
principles of inductive and experimental science ; (c) to exhibit the application of 
these principles to the various arts of life ; and {d) to afford opportunities for 
study. 

OfBces.— The Royal Institution occupies its own house, has a news and reading 
room (available from 9 A.M. till 11 p.m.), a reference library (open from 10 A. m. 
till 10 P.M., excepting on Fridays during the session, when it closes at 4 p.m.), 
and a grand library (43,000 volumes) of scientific and general literature. A 
classified catalogue, complete to 1882, is published and for sale. The building 
includes laboratories for physical research, which were rebuilt on the most com- 
plete design in 1872, and a lecture theatre. 

Meetings. — Lectures, in series, on select subjects, illustrated by experiments 
with the aid of the laboratory apparatus, are delivered during the months 
December to June, on Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday, at 3 p.m.; and ** dis- 
courses" on Friday evenings at 9 p.m. Visitors (either ladies or gentlemen) are 
admitted on these occasions by ticket of a member. The annual meeting is in May. 

Membership. — Honorary life members are persons of rank, and of the highest 
scientific distinction. Members pay on election 5 guineas entrance fee and 6 
guineas annually, or 60 guineas in one sum. The wives and children of members 
who pay one guinea each may attend during one session all the series of lectures, or 
paying 10s. 6d. each are admitted to any one series. Annual subscribers pay 

1 guinea entrance fee and 5 guineas annually. Subscribers to the lectures only pay 

2 guineas for the session ; for any one series either 21s. or 10s. 6d., according to the 
length of the course ; and children under sixteen are admitted to the December 
series on payment of 10s. 6d. Candidates proposed by four members participate 
immediately in the privileges of membership pending their election by ballot at 
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the suDceeilin^ month Ij roeiititig. Annual aubacriber!* are excluded from attend- 
anue at the Friday evening disconi^ea only,

Hiatory. — In the years 1826-1831 tbe subject of aciance as a pursuit, and the 

small estimation in which her votaries were held, was mnch di&cufised. Sir David 

Brewster advocated the formation of " a scientific parliament " for this country, 

after the model of an annual itinerant congress, which had been held since 1822 

in some of the principal towns of Germany. He busied himself with the matter 

and enlisted co-operators, so that when a meeting was held at York in 1831, in the 
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rooms, and under tbe auspices of the Yorkshire Philosophical Society, a scheme 
for the new Society was so thoroughly elaborated that there has been small depar- 
ture since from the original proposaL Tbe objects of the founders have been 
more than realised ; and the Association has itself served as a model for similar 
organisations. Its influence on the advance of science, in promoting the mutual 
intercourse of scientific men, and by directing public attention to their aims and 
pursuits, has been very great

and to facilitate intercourse among scientific men." 

0£9oes. — ^The permanent office is at 22 Albemarle Street. During the summer 
meeting members have accommodation for correspondence and every convenience 
provided for them at the temporary headquarters.

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History. — The Society of Arts owes its fonnation to Mr "William Shipley, 
landscape painter, who, from a " well-grounded persuasion of the extensive utility 
of the art of drawing to this nation, erected an academy in the Strand, opposite 
to Exeter Change." It was at his instance that a meeting was held in 1754 to con- 
sider the establishmant of a ''society for the encouragement of arts, manufactures, 
and commerce. " The original object of the Society was to give an impulse to 
inventions useful in industry and commerce, by means of advertisements and the 
offer of rewards ; but it soon entered the wider field of practical science, unoccupied 
by the Royal Society of that day, and directed its attention to colonial commerce, 
agriculture, mechanical invention, and the fine arts. From 1800 the section 
devoted to fine art was the most active and important, until the Royal Academy 
undertook the work which the Society had inaugurated, and provided more space 
for the annual exhibition of the pictures of native artists. After a period of 
depression, a new era commenced with its incorporation in 1847, under the pre- 
sidency of the Prince Consort, who developed the idea of the International 
Exhibition of 1851, of which the minor exhibitions held in the Society's rooms 
were the precursors. The original proposition was made to the Society in 1844 by 
one of its members, and then declined. The Society has been constant to its 
primary object, "the application of science to practical purposes." To this end, 
while acting as pioneer in many fields of labour, it relinquishes particular pursuits 
when they are undertaken by other agencies, some of which it has itself fostered. 
The (East) Indian section dates from 1869 ; the Foreign and Colonial, and the 
Chemical, from 1874. 

The Albert Gold Medal is given annually to some person distinguished for his 
services in practical science. The Society awards other prizes, and is trustee of 
the Cantor bequest, which provides for a series of lectures in each session under 
its auspices and in furtherance of its objects. 

Objects. — '*The encouragement of the arts, manufactures, and commerce of the 
country, by bestowing rewards for such productions, inventions, or improvements 
as tend to the employment of the poor, to the increase of trade, and to the riches 
and honour of the kingdom ; and for meritorious works in the various depart- 
ments of the fine arts, for discoveries, inventions, and improvements in agricul- 
ture, chemistry, mechanics, manufactures, and other useful arts ; for the applica- 
tion of such natural and artificial products, whether of home, colonial, or foreign 
growth and manufacture, as may appear likely to afford fresh objects of industry, 
and to increase the trade of the realm by extending the sphere of British 
commerce ; and generally to assist in the advancement, development, and practical 
application of every department of science in connection with the arts, manufac- 
tures, and commerce of this country. " 

Offices. — The Society occupies its own house, containing a lecture-room 
accommodating three hundred persons, reading-rooms with convenience for 
correspondence, and the library, which has a large number of Traiisactions of 
various British and foreign learned societies, and scientific periodicals.

History. — This Society sprang partly from the example of the Royal Society of 
London ; but its immediate precursor was the Edinburgh Philosophical Society, 
founded by M. Saurin in 1737. In 1783 it was resolved (chiefly through the 
exertions of Robertson the historian) that a new Society should be formed " to 
include every sort of literature," and comprising two sections, the Physical class and 
the Literary class. A charter was obtained about the same period. All the 
members of the Philosophical Society were absorbed in the new Society, and many 
others were added. Among the early members may specially be mentioned — in the 
literary class, Principal Robertson, David Hume, Edmund Burke, and Thomas 
Reid ; and in the physical class, James Hutton, Joseph Black, John Playfair, 
Dugald Stewart, and James Watt In 18C7 the Society migrated from the College 
Library to the Physicians Hall in Geoige Street. They afterwards purchased No. 
40 George Street, in which the meetings were held until they obtained their 
present rooms at the Royal Institution. The " literary class " of the Society has 
practically done little work, the number of papers read on other than physical 
subjects, during the fifteen years before 1877, being less than forty. The library, 
of about 15,300 volumes, is likewise mainly scientific, and is chiefly rich in 
Transa^ions of foreign societies, &c.

Objects. — ^The promotion of chemistry and of those branches of science immedi- 
ately connected with it, by the reading, discussion, and subsequent publication 
of original communications; also the formation of a chemical library and 
museum.

History. — This Institution was established on the 2nd of January 1818. The 
presidency was offered to, and accepted by, Thomas Telford in March 1820. 
Through his instrumentality a Royal Charter of Incorporation was granted on the 
3rd of June 1828. In the purposes of that Charter, Thomas Tredgold, at the 
request of the Council, drew up a description of civil engineering, and his words 
were subsequently embodied in the Charter, as follows : — **The art of directing 
the Great Sources of Power in Nature for the use and convenience of man, as the 
means of production and of traffic in states both for external and internal trade, 
as applied in the construction of roads, bridges, aqueducts, canals, river navigation 
and docks, for internal intercourse and exchange, and in the construction of ports, 
harbours, moles, breakwaters and lighthouses, and in the art of navigation by 
artificial power for the purposes of commerce, and in the construction and adapta- 
tion of machinery, and in the drainage of cities and towns.'' He pointed out that 
the scope and utility .of civil engineering would be increased with every discovery 
in philosophy, and its resources with every invention in mechanical or chemical 
art. The Institution is one of the most successful and prosperous scientific 
Societies in respect to its financial position, and to the professional knowledge 
diffused by its agency and publications. 

Objects. — ^The general advancement of Mechanical Science, and more particularly 
for promoting the acquisition of that species of knowledge which constitutes the 
profession of a Civil (i.«., Civilian) Engineer. 

Offices. — 25 Great George Street, Westminster, S.W., where are the meeting- 
hall, the reading-room, and the library, the latter containing about 19,000 vols. 
fully catalogued. Open on week days, 9.30 A.M. to 5.30 p.m. 

Meetings during the session, from the second Tuesday in November until the 
last Tuesday in May, at 8 p.m., for the reading and discussion of papers on 
engineering subjects. Each corporate member is entitled to introduce one visitor 
to every ordinary meeting. 

Membership. — The Institution comprises four classea Persons eligible as 
members must have been regularly educated as civil engineers, and have 
had subsequent employment for at least five years in responsible situations, 
as resident engineer or otherwise, of adequately important works. Associate 
members must have been regularly educated and be practising as civil engineers. 
Associates are not civil engineers by profession, but their pursuits constitute 
branches of engineering. Honorary members are distinguished individuals not 
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practising as engineers in the United Kingdom. Every candidate for election as 
a member, an associate, or an honorary member, must be proposed by six or 
more corporate members from personal knowledge, and the Council determine the 
class for which he is presented for ballot. A class of Students is attached to the 
Institution. Candidates must be the pupils of corporate members of the Institu- 
tion, have the object of becoming a civil engineer, and may remain a ''student" 
at and during the pleasure of the Council until he attains twenty-six years of age.

Every new member and associate is required to pay an admission fee of £10, 10s. 
The roll of the Institution at close of 1883 shows — honorary members, 20 ; mem- 
bers, 1381 ; associate members, 1751 ; associates, 513 ; students, 778 ; total, 4443. 

The Council has power to grant the free use of the lecture-hall and rooms of 
the Institution to other societies dealing with branches of engineering, for their 
occasional meetings ; and the students have special meetings during the session 
for the reading and discussion of papers. 

Communications. — Papers read at meetings of other societies or already 
published may not be read at a meeting of the Institution, and are inadmissible 
in competition for premiums. Every paper, drawing, or model presented to the 
Institution becomes its property, and may only be published in such way and 
at such time as the Council thinks proper. 

Essays must be written in the third person, be prefaced with an abstract not 
exceeding 1500 words in length, and be accompanied by the necessary drawings 
on tracing paper, ready to be engraved. When an illustrated paper has been 
accepted, wall-diagrams clearly visible from a distance of 60 feet must be 
provided ; these are returned. Four volumes of Minvies of Proceedings are issued 
annually. 

The Council awards premiums from special funds bequeathed for the purpose, 
the aggregate income of these funds being £436 per annum. In 1883 there were 
five recipients of the Telford medal and premium, seventeen recipients of the 
Telford premium, and one of the Manby premium ; five Miller prizes were also 
awarded. There is a Howard prize awarded every five years, the last to Sir 
William Siemens in 1882. Except the Miller and Howard bequests, which are 
limited by the donors (the Miller for competition by students of the Institution, 
and the Howard for members, graduates, and associates only), all other prizes 
are open to every person, whether native or foreign.

Object.— (1) To secure the advancement of that knowledge which constitutes the 
profession of a surveyor, viz., the art of determining the value of all descriptions 
of landed and house property, and of the various interests therein, the practice 
of managing and developing estates, and the science of admeasuring and delineat- 
ing the physical features of the earth, and of measuring and estimating artificers' 
work. (2) To promote the general interests of the profession, and to maintain 
and extend its usefulness for the public advantage. 

A reading-room and reference 
library of about 3000 vols., which includes all the professional text-books and an 
important topographical collection.

A scale of fees payable by candidates who propose to compete at the periodical 
examinations is published, and certificates and money prizes are awarded for dis- 
tinguished proficiency. The Institution is also trustee for the disposal of money 
bequeathed to promote this object. It is only by exceptional dispensation, that 
professional associates are enrolled who have not passed the test examinations. 
Students' preliminary examinations are held in January, and the professional 
examinations for fellows and professional associates in April of each year« 
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OnfnmninlfifttionB, contribated by non-memben at the special invitation of 
the Council, are occasionally read. All papers read, with the ensuing discussioB, 
are published, and form an annual 8¥o toL

soil. (3) To pay to any occupier of land, or other person who shall undertake, at 
the request of the Society, to ascertain by any experiment how far such informa- 
tion leads to useful results in practice, a remuneration for any loss that he may 
incur by so doing. (4) To encourage men of science in their attention to the 
improvements of agricultural implements, the construction of farm-buildings and 
cottages, the application of chemistry to the general purposes of agriculture, the 
destruction of insects injurious to vegetable life, and the eradication of weeds. 
(5) To promote the discovery of new varieties of grain and other vegetables useful 
to man, or for the food of domestic animals. (6) To collect information with 
regard to the management of woods, plantations, and fences, and on every other 
subject connected with rural improvement. (7) To take measures for the improve* 
ment of the education of those who depend upon the cultivation of the soil for 
their support. (8) To take measures for improving the veterinary art, as applied 
to cattle, sheep, and pigs. (9) At the meetings of the Society in the country, by 
the distribution of prizes, and by other means, to encourage the best mode of farm 
cultivation and the breed of live stock. (10) To promote the comfort and welfare 
of labourers, and to encourage the improved management of their cottages and 
gardens."
